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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following office action is in response to the amendment filed on 10/1 8/07. Applicant 
has cancelled claims 1-37 and added new claims 38- 48 and 50-74. Currently claims 38- 48 and 
50-74 are pending. The terminal disclaimer filed on 10/31/07 are accepted and entered into 
record to overcome the double patenting issue stated in the interview with the applicant on 
October 30 th 2007. 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 50-74 been renumbered 49-73. From here on claims 38-73 are 
pending. 

Oath/Declaration 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration acknowledges the duty to 
disclose to the Office all information known to the person to be material to patentability 
as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56.

4, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest of a method as described by the applicant as recited in claims 38 
and 64. 

The applicant has entered new claims 38 and 64 to overcome the prior art of record of Science 
Vocabulary Hangman Game, herein after known as Hangman, provided in the previous office 
action. Support for the amendment as well as new claims 38-73 can be found throughout the 
specification, comprising (but not limited to) pages 32 and 33, and other parts of the 
specification. The examiner notes Hangman does not teach of providing a complete answer to 
the question along with the partial answer to the question, in addition to displaying in different 
font of the characters of each of the words.
